The Kentucky Court of Appeals last 
week daring the doaing davs of its 
Spring tena raaderad dadsioaa ia> aaver- 

al cases before it which aas of vital iir* 
port to the people of the state. One 

was the upholding of the Eaton-Thomp- 
son Primary Election Law, the other 
the upholding of the validity of the 
Confederate Pension Act, the court 
holding in the latter case that soldiers 
who fought in the Confederate army 
for the principles of state sovereignty 
performed a poidie satvits ta their 
state aa oMch as ^ tha aoidiata who 
foui^t in the Federal army. The 
court was sitting in full with the ex- 
ception of Judge Nunn, and a dissent- 
ing opinion was rendered by Judge 
Lassing. 

Under this act over 600 pensions have 
already bean aUewed and more than 
3000 claims are now pending. The act 
allowa ta diaaUad, iadgaat Confeder- 
ate s n l di a ta who aerved one year or to 
the ckiae of the war, and who have 
been residing in Kentucky sir.ce Jan- 
uary 1 1907, and to the widow of a Con- 
federate soldier married to him prior to 
189U, the sum of $10. per month, pay- 
able from the state funds. 

The constitationaitT of the aet was 
attaetad aa lha grsaad that it violates 
the Bill of Rii^ts, which prohibits any 
spedal exclusive privileges or emolum- 
ents to any person or class of persons, 
and because the act does not carry with 
it an appropriation. The case upon 
which the opinion was rendered was 
that of Henry Boawarth. Aotftor 
against Jamea Harp, and waa takaa op 
from FrulrHii eoaatjr.

Whoever books a good sized muscal- 
longe has fun before him; and there 
are cases where more than an hour is 
required to subdue the fish. The 
Chautauqua Lake muscallonge is 
worthy of any fisherman's mettle.

A New Course at Chautauqua, New 
York, Planned end Operated by 
the School of Physical 



A new feature of the outdoor life at 
Chautauqua, New York, will be of in- 
terest to parents and children, as well 
as to progressive teachers. For sev- 
eral years there has been developing 
a plan to establish hare a playground 
for the children, with aaA equipment 
and superintendence as would make 
it the equal of ajiy In the country. 
This year the realisation of previous 
hopes Is at hand. A aew ground will 
be laid out in a grove above the boys' 
and girls' club houses so as to utilize 
the natural advantages of the place 
as afforded by a stream that flows 
through a ravine aad tha ahade of 
great trees which aaka tta spot liaal 
for such purposes. 

For games on grass an adjacent 
field will give splendid opportaalty 
and the hope is to have a mniai plair- 
ground In every respect. 

Physical equipment and pedagogical 
plans are taking shape so aa to make 
tbis both an actual playground for 
Chautauqua chlMren and a 
tion and normal tiaialai 
for teachers. 

The management of this playground

lence. Dr. Jay W. Seaver, director of 
the school, is personally Interested in 
making this new development not 
ooly minister to the outdoor life of 
the young at Chautauqua, but also 
serve as a model school that shall

Chautauqua, New York, Is, after j 

Niagara Falls and Atlantic City, the | 
best knDwn tdurist point in eastern | 
America. This is due to a rare com- | 
blnation of educational and recrea- 
tive activities, uniting the character 
of a summer resort and that uf an 
educational institution. Ha\ii,g. there- 
fore, an appeal both '.<> liiose who 
would learn and to those who would 
rest, it has gained a world wide reiiu- 
tation which gives it railroad rat- s 
and travel facilities far out of the 
ordinary. 

Chautauqua is seventy miles south- 
west of Buffalo, exactly half w.iy be- 
tween Chicago and New York, and is, 
therefore, one of the most acf ssible 
summer places In the I'liited States. 
It is reached by four trunk lines which 
pass throi'.iih nearby points but is free 
from the bustle and smoke of railway 
lines, the nearest station being three 
miles away. The four lines referred 
to and their stations are the Lake 
Shore ft Michigan Southern railroad 
<New York Central Unes), and the 
New York. Chicago A St. Louis
